Bullet Correspondence. 

The discussion on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific resolutions has degenerated in- 
to mere obstruction on the part of the 
oppesition, which the government 
bas met by insistance that the busi- 
nese of the country shal! be carried 
on. After the hate session on Wed- 
pesday morning the second and third 
rradinge of the resolutions and the 
firet and second readings of the bill 
foundee on the resolutions passed 
without discussion, and as the mem- 
bers were tired [rom the long session 
of Tuesday might and Wednesday 
mornipg, the House adjourned at six 
on Wednesday evening. It was then 
expected that matters would zo 
smocthly in regard to the Grand 
Trunk Pacific bill and that a renewal 
of obstructive tactics peed not be 
looked for until the redistribution 
bill was brought down. Jt appears, 
however, that the opposition have 
reached the conclusion tbat the gov- 
ernment intends to bring on a gen- 
eral election this fall. This they ob- 
ject to apd hope to prevent by leng- 
thening the session to such a degree 
as will render it practically impossible 
to bring on the election this year. 
Members on the governinent side have 
no definite information on the sub- 
ject, and while there is always 2 pos- 
sibility of a general election, there is 
only as yet a possibility m this case. 
The opposition, however, have deter- 
mined that it snali net occur, ani are 


putting up a barricade of talk and 


wasted time which ‘they hope will 
protect them against tw election, and 
against its result to themselves. it 
is only fair to the header of the oppo- 
sition to acquit him of being the in- 
atigator of this movement. It has 
been current rumor for some time 
that his health was not air that could 
be desired ; that be was suffering from 
jnsomnia and also rheumatism. He 
has not been in the House this week 
and left this morning for Caledonia 
Springs te make a considerable stay 
in the bope of recovering his health. 
During bis absence his alleged follow- 
ers have simply broken loose from x!) 
restraint of parliamentary usage; and 
where they wil! fetch up no one 
knows. 

During. his speech op the 
railway resolutions, Mr. Scott, of 
West Assiniboia, drew comparison be- 
tween the terms upon which the Sas- 
katchewan Valley is securing railway 
development under the Liberal gov- 
ernment by aid to tbe Canadian 
Northern and Grand Trunk lines, and 
the terms under which thc Conserva- 
tive government took to develop it 


by the conetruction of the Regina- | 


Prince Albert, and Calgary-Edmouton 
railways. The conditions under which 
these railways were constructed have

Under parliamentary rule there 
must be a quorum of twenty present 
in the chamber or the House is ad- 
journed; and there must be continu- 
ous speaking or the clauses of the bill 
under consideration are declared car- 
ried. The purpose of the opposition 
is to prevent the passing of clauses 
of the bill, and the purpose of the 
government is to prevent the adjourn- 
ment cf the House. The opposition 
must tperefore, keep up a perpetual 
stream of talk in order to achieve 
their object. And the government 
must maintain an attendance of at 
least twenty in order to attain theirs. 
This will necessitate the division of 
the government supporters into re- 
liefs so that one part may rest while 
the other part keep ap the quorum 
and the government majority.
